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Opposition to Differential Fees brings results 



OTTAWA (CUP) " With university 
governing boards at three 0^tft^lo 
universities refusing to Implement 
a 250 per cent tuition fee hike for 
forelpi visa students and a statement 
from the minister of coUeRes and 
universities that his governmenl will 
review the fee hike policy In a year, 
student representatives feel they 
are winning the tlplit against the hike. 
So stated the Ontario Federation 
of Students (OFS) In a Feb. 8 re- 
lease In reference to the fee hike 
which will cost foreign visa students 
about ?IG00 to attend some Ontario 
universities next academic year. 
In the release OFS researcher 
Chris Allnult polnls to major con- 
cessions made by higher education 
minister, Harry Parrolt after he 
mel with representatives from the 
Canadian Bureau for international 
Eaucallon (CIMF) Feb, I. These 

Inclndo: 

- a promise lo revlow tlie dlffor- 
eniial loe pollry after one year, 
a reversal of his posltloEi as 
stated in a wrltleii reply follow- 
ing a meeting u-itli a University 
ofToronlo delegation, that, "wo 
ar»^ uot prepared now to promise 
n w!iolesale review of \\\e policy 
In the fall of 1977." 

- a suggestion thai the ministry 
may match dollar for dollar any 
iHirsary fund universities mlRhl 
set up to subsidize visa students. 
ParroU had rejected this suggest- 
ion at a Tamiary meeting with 
Carleton Unlverr^ity represent- 
atives.

So far the governing boards of two 
Ontario universities — Mt^Master 
and Laurentlan — have refused to 
implement the hike, which means 
the institutions face a decreased 
amount of flindlng from the govern- 
ment corresponding to the 250 per 
cenl hike. The board of Carleton 
University lias deferred Us decision 
on the ciuestlon pending a report 
from Its university affairs com- 
mittee In MArch, which means 
Carleton has not Implemented iUc 
tilke for January, 1977, the date It 

was set to begin. 

Decisions on Implementing the 
hike are sllll pending at the Univ- 
ersities of Toronto and Western 
Ontario, At UWO, the Imrd re- 
considered Its Oct. 22 doclsinn to 
comply wllh the differential fee 
following a senate reconimei.dallon, 
and win nicjel to consider tlie lssu(> 
In either late February or Nn rSu 
A -ommlttee of the U of T ^^ov^mlng 
couni'D recommended the univer- 
sity refuse to charge llie raised 
tuition fee at a November mecllEig, 
while another commltlee stale- 
mated on tJie questtn Fel), 3. 

At the universities of Wllfre<l 
Laurier, Brock and York, tiie 
governing board? rejected Ihelr 
senates' recommendations and 
Implemented the hike. The rem- 
ainder of the other eight Ontario 
universities hiked their fees with 

no recorded opposition, 
Moit Ontario universities stand 
to lose little for not Implementing 
Iho hike In January, since few now 



students enrol at that time. It 
gets costlier In the 1977-78 acad- 
emic year. 

McMaster lias estimated It will 
cost the University $200,000 In 
lost government revenues next 

year. 

Among the McMaster board mem- 
bers who voted unanimously to 
defy the government's hike was 
Jack McNie, former minister of 
colleges and universities for 1072- 
73, 

McNIe stressed that he wnuld not 
criticize Ontario's conservative 
governm:?nt for Its policy, bul 
said many government people 
think there arc large numbers of 
foreign students on Ontario cam- 
puses, McMastt-r lias less llian r» 
per cent visa students as under- 
graduates, and ir» per cent as 
graduate students, lie commented. 

The fee hike, wlilrh Parrotl claimed 
la,sl NMjiwUeu he announced it was 
due to "mounting pulJlIc concern" 
(no survey has ever been <lone), 
Is estimated to save the governui-^ul 
SG million, or .0 per cenl of tlte 
ministry's iMtdgel. Tlils Includes 
tlie province's 22 collenes of 
applied arts and technology, wiilch 
are Institutions wliere the govern- 
m»mt directly controls the tuUlon 



fees. 

There are 9973 foreign visa ^ 
students enrolled in Ontario univ- 
ersities this academic year. Land- 
ed Immigrants and visa students 
already enrolled prior to January 
are not affected by the hike. 

Several studeni groups, Including 
International student organizations 
and OFS have spoken ainiinst thi* 
hike, as has the cniE. 
According to McNIe, "these (visa) 
students make an Imporlanl coufrt- 
Xnillon to oar tmlversiXy .., nol just 
In terms of their cultures, bit also 
wltti the ' high standards they hrlnr 
In. Most are flrst-dass srholars, 
and they don't all come from monlert 
families." 

In noting that only In recent years 
has Cannda taken more foreign 
studunis Uian It sends at>ronfl to 
study, M^rNle found It "paradox- 
leal llial the wealthiest and larj^esl 
province should tako the step first 
of increasing fees." 
In Alberla, where two of throo 
universities have agreed to Imple- 
ment the Conservative governmenrs 
S300 fee hike for visa students, Ihe 
University of Allw>rta Rovernlni: 
Iward conllnuc's to refuse lo rals»> 

their fees.

only 6 per sent of the Jobs,

15 to expose the "atrocities' of 
the Shah of Iran and to fight for

In support of the students, two 
US observers have gone lo Iran 
to Investigate the condition of 
political prisoners. Tli"! observ- 
ers, Nancy Haromachga of the 
National Lawyers Guild and 
Norman Forer of the Department 
of Social Welfare at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, will also attempt lo 
act on the ISA demand that the 



Shah cease the torture of Iranian 
dissidents. 

In November, three members 
of the Organization of Mojahedeen 
of the people of Iran w'»re shot lo 
death wlille seven others were arrested 
the student group says. It also 
says the Shah's forces tiave killed 
close lo 200 dissidents and Jailed 
and tortured thousands of o'hers 
in the past year and a half.

In 1973-% Government subsidized 
$2,0JO for each foreign student wi^o 
In return contributed $3,000 to the 
Ontario economy, SCO In excess of 
Government': :er s^id;Tlt sc" 'i;-- 
The only difference is that the 
Government expenditure is ejcpllclt 
wMle revenue t^ crated from foreign 
students is more Implicit and thereby 
goct' unnoticed. The governmtint see, is 
to Ignore this in hor pronouncement 
and reasoning Intentionally Such 
emotional appeal wyild easily Invoke 
support from taxpayers who seldom 
bother to verify the fact. How can they 
object to cutback basing only on tlie 
story provided by their Gnvemment, 
U that's the whole truth, even foreign 
students w ould be roculant to object. 
Unfortunately* It is not. 
U Canadians Iwlhcr to expand their 
horizon to all facets of the Issue, other 
than economical gains, e,L. social 
responslbir.ty, cultural understanding, 
national pride etc., the odds and ends 
will bo more obvious. 
If the School Administration admits 
that the Government's policy Is 
unreasonable and damaging and ttiat 
Indiscriminate imolementatlon would 
only lead to undesirable consequences, 
we hereby rocomment the foUowlng 
alternatives to mitigate the burden 

for both sides: 

(1) foreign students from countries 
with differential fees—comtrles 
which impose differential fees 



and are not developing countries 
might Iw r-jclprocated on a pro 

rate basis; 
(2) foreign students came beforr 

January 1, 197%-lt Is unfair to 
Impose a differential fee on those 
who came l>erore Jan. 1, 19'?'^ 
and cljange Facilities or Uni- 
veislty thereafter. These 
students are deemed to be fin- 
ancially pn?pared to carry on thei 
their studies here. Ijowover, we 
should recognlte that they do 
prepare themselves financially, 
ceteris paribus. It would b3 
unreasonable o aggravate their 
bijrden for any temendous changes 
extrinsic to their control. It will 
only force them to terminate or 
restrict them to their : rlglnal 
level or Incur heavy duU; and 
(3) for foreign students who came 
after Jan, 3, 1977 — It mr.y be 
unrealistic economically to revoke 
the hike; 11 is certainly fair and 
reasonable tohave a gradir- 
i lition hike schedule. Such a sell- 
edule will l>e more flexible |n 
that It can be adlustwl according 
to the economic amelioration 
without causing any permanent 
harm, A sudden Jump of lSO% 
would only disillusion many 
students w?'o have prepared for 
years to continue their studios 
in this C3U ity, a country with 
academic accessibllty and 
opportunities. 
We cordially recjuesl that the 
School Administration take our 
rpcommendatlon<; <;oriouslv. We are 
not only striving for our status quo, 

but for many people who arc en- 
deavoring to c'jlaln tdghcr education 
In a country with hope and chpni^es 
and to prove that University is still 
at the forfront of the fight for Justice 
and fairness and to uphold the coun- 
try's philosophy regardless of tho 
unjust changes io ^avcmment

As far fetched as the question may be, it does rccrjire a 
definltG answer and it seems to strike a fairly responsive 

ctmrd In lots of people. 

The Introduction completed, I now turn your attention to 
the qi]estlon:W[mC record albums would be of a quality worthy 
of taking up space on the desert Island, fallout shelter concrete 
bunker or what have you? 

The albums named would not only be acknowledgements of those 
befn^; personal favourites, but might also serve as examples 
of what ttie listener would regard as being perhaps the best 
ever recorded. What follows is my selection of those albums 
wtilch I judge to be Just that. 

I've decided to restrict my selection to those records 
representative of that which we liavc come to call rock music. 
I've further qualified the list by choosing an arbitrary number 
of records-ten in all. Admittedly there arc mcirc great rock 
albums than Just ten, but those I've named can I bellevp 

arguably be considered among the best and m.ist Importantof 
all time. The list isn't meant to constitute the detmnive 
lop ten ever recorded-that would Ik? a nearly impossible 
undertaking. (Ocsides, taste in music, like anything else Is 
pretty subjective.) The albums that I've named are however, 
recordings that niran a f^reat deal to me and deserve a place 
in any serious collection. 

The standard for choosing these albunii specifically above 
others isn't easy to explain, it has to do with the im;iact, both 
cultural and musical, that they had at the time of their release, 
tlie subsequent Influence on music a:^d other musicians, and also 
the staying power of tlie music Itself. (Bear In mind tltat all of the 
artists whose albums are represented camo to prominence during 

the IflGO's) 

The other criterion is a personal oaa. All of this music 
has found a place In my life, over the yearft. It's pretty hard to 
convey the Impact of pushing buttons day after day ( and 
especially) night after night to be mot by music that can even 
now conjure up the reality of a genuinely exciting time to t>e 
alive.

A^inst our Will by Susan BrownmUIer is a book abour rape; 
the history, the psycholo^, and the victims of rape. Her book 
attempts to prove rape is not a crime of lust but of violence 
and power.

Erownmlllor first traces the history of rape and the law from 
primitive mVin, when men first equated rape with the ruination 
of their wholly owned property, up to the 20th century, 

Tn-* most vivid examples of the penalties for rape come from 
the Bll>Ie and tho Talmud: the earliest penalties, drowning and 
boinR stoned to death, applied not only to the rapist but to the 
victim as well. In some cases, for tiie price of GO pieces of 
stiver, the rapist was allowcfl to marry tijo vlr»:ln iio had dollied. 

Centuries later the victim herse if wasahlo toclaim GO 

p.7ices of ailvor fromthe rapist. 

Bro^^mPiilcr tells us of illt> 'chlvalrais and Kontlo' knlphls of 
medieval limes who hahitually lootwl, torlnrod, and rnpwl 



maidens in distress. She cites examples of ttie slowly-riian^int; 
penaltJes for rape In fhe civliized worJd-ponaiffcs wjiich from fhe 
13th to the 20th century, have changed very little. 

The most horrifylnj^ evidence that rape Is a crime of violence ind 
power is contained in Brownmiller'S examples or rape In war. 
She takes us from the warriors of ancient Greece to American 
troops In Vietnam, from ttieGermim and Japanese atrocities of 
World Wars I and II to Bangladesh, Tne most striking thing In each 
situation Is ttiat the wlnntnt: side does the most raplnt;. 

Orownmiilers most convincing illustration of this Is the 
Russlan-German conflict of World War II. When the Nazis swept 
Into Ftussla they raped and killed [Russian women. When Germany 
fell back In defeat the ItUSSIANS abused any women they could 
find In the ruins of Berlin. Rape Is the conqueror's way, says 
BrownmUIer, of terrorizing and demoralUlng the loser. 

BrownmUIer presents cast histories of rape victims. The 
wrjmen range from children to the elderly. They are married or 
unmarried, black ^^ while, beautiful or hom^?ly. Each case liistory 
reflects feelings of helplessness, terror, humiliation and even- 
tually rage. Many victim > seek the aid of police and the courts only 
to t>e scoffed at and their stories discredited. 

Brownmlllers solution is that women fight tack through feminist 
groups and tlirough organized protest t*: achieve legal freform. 
Women' ^"^t also learn todcfond themselves, physically, to 
outgrow the concept that only men are capable of Inflicting real 
damage, 

Brownmtllers ulthnale stand Is hopt?ful. "Hape can be eradicated," 
she says "Not merely controlleil or avoided on an individual hasis, 
but the npproach must tic long range and oo operation and must 
have the understanding and good will of many meji as well as wornrn,"
